WILMINGTON- Ward Dilmore 
thas given up. 
| People may have thought differ- 
ently if they saw him perform with 
his students at the Wildwood School 
on Tuesday, as he guided more 
than 30 third, fourth and fifth grad. 

An ob- 
vious pride and delight in his stu-

After repeated attempts to re- 
¢eive stipend increases for the 
Strings Attached music program 
were thwarted, Dilmore has had it 
With or without the added stipend, 
he will return his full attention to 
jnstructing his 325 students. 

“I'm anxious to put the whole 
thing behind me,” Dilmore said 
“Although maybe someday the an- 
swer will come regarding the sti- 
pend.” 

* Dilmore had asked the School 
Committee and the teachers union 
Jor an increase to his $1,260stipend, 
half ofanelementary band teacher’s 
stipend, which he receives in addi- 
tion to his $49,102.70 salary. The 
stipends fund Strings Attached’s 
éxtra-curricular activities, such as 
trips to France planned for 2000, 
and to the Lake George Festival in 
May, and various other concerts 
and programs to which Dilmore 
devotes hundreds of personal hours 
$ach year.

*\ “[By not appearing] I was say- 
i ing that if others receive benefits 
for after-school programs, [the 
school committee] should consider 
mine,” Dilmore said. 

According to Dilmore, the School 
Committee and teachers union did 
\not provide him with satisfactory 
answers for refusing to grant him 
‘additional stipend money. 

But students, parents, and col- 

leagues provided Dilmore with sup- 


| tion of all he has done, and provided 
Dilmore with a sense of what was 
truly at stake. 

“I asked myself how a couple of 


lousy stipends could possibly be 
more valuable than bringing my 
students to France in 2000,” Dilmore 
said. 


Like a Rolling Stone 

You might expect Dilmore, di- 
rector of a program which teaches 
children to play stringed instru- 
ments, to take after Mozart or 
Beethovan. But lately, it appears 
Dilmore is taking after Mick Jagger 

“You can't always get what you 
want,” Dilmore said. “But, as Mick 
said, sometimes you get what you 
need.” 

What Dilmore found he needed 
was the love of his students, their 
parents, and his colleagues. 

“Without them, I'd be left with a 
very big void,” Dilmore said 

It would be akin to the spiritual 
void he encountered as a commer- 
cial jingle writer in the 1970's and 
early 1980's. At that time, Dilmore 
said, he would drive home from 
Boston, knowing a jingle he wrote 
had helped to sell a hundred 
Chevrolets, Kodaks, etc. But al- 
though he made a lot of money, he 
never saw his wife; although he 
sent his money on a farm, he never 
got to walk around it. 

“I didn’t leave my mark, I felt 
empty,” Dilmore said. 

But after 18 years of marriage, 
Dilmore became a father, but he 
realized his career had put him as 
out of touch with kids, and his fam- 
ily, as he could get. Fatherhood 
shook Dilmore, and made him 
change career tracks to teaching, 
where he'd be in constant contact 
with children. 

“I realized the people who had 


left their mark on me were teach- 
ers,” Dilmore said. “As a teacher, I 
can leave my mark.” 

He responded to an ad, looking 
for a person to create and preside 
over a strings program for the Wilm- 
ington Public Schools. It was a job 
heintended to keep for only a couple 
of years, but which he now looks 
forward to holding for years to 
come. 

“T just fell in love with this town, 
the parents were so supportive, and 
the kids won my heart,” Dilmore 
said. “I feel like I’m a part of the 
family in this town.” 

Dilmore said in the context of his 
life, he couldn’t remember the re- 
wards of the commercial world, but 
he could remember every child's 
smile he has encountered as a 
teacher. And unlike other teachers, 
as Strings Attached director 
Dilmore is able to see students 
through from elementary school all 
the way through graduation. 

“T’ll have memories of these kids 
from preadolescence through dat- 
ing,” Dilmore said. 

Dilmore added that, although 
other teachers could look upon him 
as a disruption, for taking children 
out of classes for the Strings At- 
tached program, none have shown 
him any animosity. 

Dilmore is now looking to the 
future, and is hard at work plan- 
ning the trips to the Lake George 
Festival and to Paris, and said he 
would like to work with 
Wilmington’s children for the rest 
of his life, if the town allowed it 

“If I never do another jingle 
again, I'll be happy,” Dilmore said.

Dog gone good

WILMINGTON- When Carmen 
Crowley brought eight month old 
Mercury home from the pound for 
her daughters on Monday, Dec. 14 
it’s hard to say exactly who re 
ceived the greater gift 

Sure, Crowley and her husband 
Mark were able to give their 
daughters Nicole, 11, and Jessica 
8, the dog they’d always wanted 

But Mercury d a home. 

It’s a story that finds it's 
immediate origins at the Northeast 
Animal Shelter, but traces it’s roots 
South to Florida, over the Gulf of 
Mexico, back to Puerto Rico. Back 
to where Crowley, and Mercury, 
were born. 

Crowley emigrated to the United 
States in 1980, at the age of 21, to 
“begin a new life.” That new life 
involved living in apartments for 
her first 18 year: a citizen 

She managed to avoid increasing 
poverty and homelessness rates, 
and carved out a life for herself in 
America. She met her husband while 
they both worked for BayBank, they 
had children, and they continued to 
live in apartments. 

Then she and her family finally

home, on June 30. The “Americz

Mercury, however, nearly didn’t 
make it 

After being hit by acar, Mercury 
wandered the streets somewhere in 
Puerto Rico with a broken rear-left 
leg for days before she was found. 

The leg was amputated, and ina 
world where cute little puppies rule, 
a“mutt with three legs” was not at 
the top of the pounds to-be-adopted 
list 

But then Crowley, and her 
“American Dream,” arrived at the 
Northeast Animal Shelter in Salem 

It would seem as if fate brought 
them together, the two Puerto Rican 
transplants, each carrying the 
secret hope of all God’s creatures 
to find love, contentment, a warm 
bed tosleep in, anda roof over their 
heads 

But according to Crowley, her 
rationale for choosing Mercury was 
much simpler. 

“She was the friendliest dog in

Gracie at the shelter, but Crowley 
renamed her aspart of the initiation 
into her new family. Named 
Mercury because her fur is the 
color of the planet Mercury, she 
after the Greek God 
rcury, despite her handicap.

In her new home, she is the 
epitome of the perfect dog. Healthy, 
playful, friendly and respectful of 
her owners, Mercury delights her 
new family. Mercury also has a lot 
to delight in with her new family. 
She likes to play with toys, have her 
ears and belly rubbed, and fall 
asleep in front of the T.V 

Crowley describes living in her 
own home as “the greatest feeling 
ever,” adding that everything seems 
to have come together in her life. 

“Itmakes youfeel like your whole 
family’s complete,” Crowley said 

So Crowley, her husband, her 
daughters and Mercury look 
forward to the next year, and the 
upcoming century, in a house of 
their own, an independent family,

Princeton 
Properties 
appeal

WILMINGTON: Unable to gain 
town support for a low-income 
housing project, Princeton 
Properties have appealed their case 
to the state, to which the town 
responded on Thursday 

Lynn Duncan, director of 
Planning and Conservation, 
presented the Massachusetts 
Housing Finance Agency (MHF A) 
withthe town’s reasons for rejecting 
Princeton Properties proposal to 
locate a 142-unit low-income housing 
project on Salem Street 

Under state law, low-income 
developers such as Princeton 
Properties have two courses of 
actions. If they do not receive town 
approval, they have recourse 
through the MHFA. Through either 
course developers can receive a 
site approval, which is mandatory 
in order to apply for a 
comprehensive permit hearing with 
the town Zoning Board of Appeals 

The Housing Partnership and 
the Board of Selectmen rejected 


» the proposal, in part, because they 


felt it would overburden Salem 
Street, already occupied by the 204- 
unit Avalon Oaks. The co-location 
of the two developments on Salem 
Street would impact many facets of 
the area, including traffic, schools, 
and property values 

The proposal was also rejected 
because of a lack of sufficient buffer 
zones. Princeton Properties’ plans 
had a 10-foot buffer zone between 
the development and abutting 
residents, but town by-laws require 
a 20-foot landscaped buffer zone, 

Princeton Properties represen- 
tative Andrew Chaban said a rea- 


son the buffer zones were set at 10 
feet is the town’s lack of defined 
multifamily zoning, which makes it 
difficult to determine appropriate 
buffer zones. 

“We and the town haye 
philosophical differences,” Chaban 
said. “But reasonable people have 
the right to disagree.” 

In her presentation before the 
MHFA, Duncan said the town did 
not reject Princeton Properties 
proposal out of hand, and went over 
the town’s affordable housing 
record to prove her point 

According to Duncan, affordable 
housing comprises 6.6 percent of all 
town housing. Although this is under 
the statewide goal of 10 percent 
affordable housing per each city 
and town, [Wilmington ranks 19th 
in the state in affordable housing 
percentages. ] Few towns and cities 
in the state have figures over 10 
percent, Duncansaid. Numbers are 
based on 1990 census figures. 

“We have a good track record 
with affordable housing.” Duncan 
said 

Duncan said while the town 
advocates affordable housing, it 
does not back this project 

Duncan said not only would

It was many years ago - 1940. 
This writer was the Chief Mate of 
one of the vessels belonging to the 
American Hawaiian Steamship 
Company, a company engaged in 
the Intercoastal trade of the United 
States - Los Angeles, San Fran- 
cisco, Portland, Oregon and Seattle 
Washington to New York, Philadel- 
phia, and Boston. If he remembers 
correctly the vessel was the SS 
Carolinian. 

The Carolinian was at Pier 6 in 
Brooklyn, New York. World War II 
was just around the corner. Ger- 
man submarines were prowling 
around the North Sea and the North 
Atlantic Ocean, and British ships 
had begun being their targets. 

Adolf Hitler, in Germany was 
being belligerent. He had an al- 
most-partner inthe person of Benito 
Mussolini of Italy. Both men were 
engaged in the making of belliger- 
ent speeches and threats. 

The world was shortly to be 
erupted by warfare, warfare which 
would effect many changes in the 
geography of the world. One could 
read, in the headlines of the daily 
newspapers portent of the coming 
struggle 

Sam Gates, an officer from the 
State of Maine had command of a 
smaller vessel of the American 
Hawaiian fleet, and somehow Sam 
had become engaged in transport- 
ing British troops to Belgium. It 
was a critical move in those early 
days of World War II. Those British 
soldiers were being placed on the 
flank of the German armies which

Ms. Mette, chairman of the Mu- 
sic Department said in a recent 
public article that she has sent a 
letter to the school administration 
in support of stipends for five extra- 
curricular music activities includ- 
ing Strings Attached. I would liketo 
thank her for showing her support 
for the Strings program. 


were invading France. 

Sam’s ship had been sunk, and 
he was sent to Pier 6, to become the 
Chief Mate of the SS Carolinian, 
and yours truly had to step back to 
the position of second mate, and to 
a room which was one deck lower 
than that of the Chef Mate. Sam 
took over 

(A year or so later Sam was 
killed when a ship he was com- 
manding was torpedoed by a sub- 
marine. ) 

The Carolinian received orders 
to transport cargo to ports border- 
ing the Indian Ocean. Cargo which 
before had been transported by 
British vessels. But those British 
ships had other work to do. The 
cargo was loaded in New York and 
the Carolinian sailed south, to go 
around South Africa in its voyage to 
the Indian Ocean. The feeling was 
that it would be foolish to sail 
through the Mediterranean Sea, and 
face Mussolini’s navy on the flank 

The distance to Iraq, if memory 
is correct, was about 12,000 miles. It 
involved sailing around Africa, all 
the way down to the Atlantic and 
then all the way up the Indian Ocean 
to the ports which were to be vis- 
ited. The first port at which the 
Carolinian would call was Basra, in 
Iraq. 

There were no daily headlines in 
the newspapers of America about 
Iraq, at that time. Today one can 
read of that country, and hear of it 
from the TV sets. Iraq is one of 
several Moslem countries which are 
located near the Persian Gulf 

The country which, in one sense 


could be called the “most” Moslem 
is Iran, next door to Iraq. Iran 
today is almost to be termed 
friendly, but that was not the case 
for several hundred years. 

There was a passenger on the 
Carolinian during that voyage 
around Africa who had been born, 
it seems, in Iran. He was the only 
passenger. 

He could speak Moslem and was 
unique in that he had four years of 
study in Germany, and four years 
in the United States. In the U.S. he 
had studied at Yale. 

This writer cannot recall his 
name, for this story we'll call him 
“Ali”, but he and the writer played 
many games of chess during that 60 
day voyage around Africa. 

He was on deck as the Carolinian 
approached the country of Iraq, 
and he pointed to the place where, 
he said, the first Europeans had 
landed in Iraq It was at the south- 
erly edge of that country, where he 
said a Portuguese vessel, about 1499 
had been the first to touch the coast 
of Iran, maybe the first Europeans 
to set foot in that country. 

A few miles further andthe Caro- 
linian was traveling up the river 
known as the Shatt al Arab, the 
river which flows through Iraq and 
down toward the Indian Ocean. The 
Shatt al Arab has a decently sized 
harbor just after one gets to Iraq, 
and it was there that the Carolinian 
had docked for about two weeks, in 
Basra 

Moslem longshoremen did the 
unloading of cargo. It was not very

Do something really fun at least 
once a week. I know - you love your

There was that good orchestra and 
there were about two dozen local 
ladies, all attractively gowned. 

Not everyone in Basra was long- 
faced! It was a very good party! 

The ladies wore gowns which 
quite evidently had been purchased 
in Europe or the United States, and 
they were not just a bunch of stay- 
at-homers. Ali was a fine host and 
provided a lot of surprise, in this 
party.

This can be very frustrating for a grandparent who is always 
needed and is willing to give his all, but is not able to follow through 
A grandparent, who once completely controlled his children must 
now adjust to their rules. Even when you absolutely know you have 
the right answer, you may have to bite your tongue 

The peace and tranquility of a loving family relationship depend 
on resolving what is the proper role. Grandparents begin to wonder, 
or they should, how do I contribute my ideas and actions without 
stepping on my children’s toes? Should I punish my grandchildren 
for acting inappropriately? Will my deterrents be too easy or too 
extreme? Do I dare make suggestions that go against my children’s 
ideas? Have I this authority? Unless grandparents face anddeal with 
these issues, they could be faced with the question: Why do my 
children resent me? . 

Since I started writing this monthly column, I have been ap- 
proached by a number of grandparents, who are confused on what 
their position should be. They have a difficult time separ: 
interference from being helpful. In the past, their attempts to help 
were met with such remarks as: “Please, I don’t want to hear about 
You raised us children, now allow me to raise mine.” 

These remarks may seem ungrateful, especially after all the 
giving grandparents contribute. However, there are reasons that 
justify these actions. If we understand why we can begin to forgive 
Like most of use, we become defensive when our ability is ques 
tioned. This is especially true when our most important job, child 
raising, is questioned 

Parents yearn to hear from their parents: “You're doing a fine job 
with the children.” However, it can be just the opposite: constant 
correction and disapproval, causing rejection 

These parents need all the support they can get for a very 
complicated task, child raising. They can't afford the down grading 
of their sincere efforts. Too often grandparents may overlook all the 
positive parenting endeavors, only to remark on the negative ones 
Everyone involved is seeking the best for the grandchildren. Yet 
they make it so difficult by going in different directions. Don't wait

Parents and grandparents, this lost time of love could be you. 
Don't become victimized for the lack of proper communication 
Understanding the sensitivity of a parent, and the concern of the 
grandparents, must be understood, before passing judgment.

seale affordable housing ! 
development, Avalon Oaks, but } 
Princeton developers did not, 
attempt to work with the town. ' 
While developers submitted a} 
revised set of plans to the MHFA, 
they did not put forward a good : 
faith effort with the town, Duncan 
said. 

“Every other developer who has | ‘ 
presented an affordable housing} 
proposal has received approva}¥ 
since I arrived in 1991, although 
they had to present many revisi 
of their plans,” Duncan said. “B 
Princeton developers just paid us 
lip service, they didn’t address the 
town's concerns.” 

Chaban said Princeton 
Properties has “unequivocally” 
worked with the town in good faith, 
pointing out that they presented 
four different site plans to the town 
boards over a seven month period. 

An example of _ this 
cooperativeness is evident in 
Princeton Properties reducing the 
size of the development by 10percent 
from its original dimensions, 
Chaban said. 

“Abutting residents would like 
even less, but now it’s a question of 
determining what's appropriate, 
and what's inappropriate,” Chahan 
said. “The town doesn’t agree, so 
it's up to the state.” 

According to Chaban, Princeton 
Properties looks to develop the site 
off of Salem Street because there 
are no other large pieces of land 
zoned for multifamily housing in 
the area. In addition, this site is 
well situated near Rte. 93in an area 
with a relatively low per-acre 
population density, Chaban said. 

What occurs now is unclear, 
because although the MHFA has 
stated their policy was to react 
within 45 days after gathering 
opinion, the town has already been 
granted an extension. 

Princeton's revised submission 
to the state may also affect the 
timing of any decisions.

The nuclear 
weapons effect —

Now here’s a departure from the 
norm. I could - probably should - 
write about hunting or fishing or 
something similar, but here's a sub- 
ject that I think everyone should 
know, like it or not. And this is as 
“outdoors” as possible 

Nuclear weapons effect. Oh yes! 

In these uncertain times, do any 
of us doubt that some lunatic is 
going to set off a nuke, in our life- 
times? Terrorists enjoy showing off 
their new toys by using them, and if 
an atomic weapon were to go off in 
anearby ZIP code, would you know 
how to survive those critical first 
few minutes. And don’t even try 
that “I hope I die first” line. It’s not 
as bad as you think, but it’s still 
VERY bad! 

(As for my qualifications, I used 
to teach this subject back when my 
first name was Sergeant, in the 
U.S. Air Force. This is all accurate 
stuff, folks! ) 

There are two basic types of 
nuclear devices - Atomic and Ther- 
monuclear. Thermonukes are vastly 
more powerful, but they’re also 
vastly more complicated to build 
and detonate. Anatomic is smaller, 
and simpler, so we can assume that 
a terrorist would only have an 
atomic device. Good news, actu- 
ally! 

For our discussion today, we'll 
assume that our lunatic sets off his 
device in Boston. The closer you 
get, the worst the effects. Anatomic 
weaponreleases incredible amounts 
of energy when detonated. The ef- 
fects appear as Light, Heat, Blast, 
and Radiation LIGHT - The detona- 


tion will cause the biggest, bright- 
est flash of light imaginable. The 
sun is a candle in comparison. If 
you're looking in the direction of 
the device when it goes off, you're 
blinded. Sorry. The flash will be 
bright enough tosee clearly inbroad 
daylight. If and when you see the 
flash, hit the deck NOW! And stay 
put, There’s much worse to come. 

HEAT - Nukes have a big bang, 
but they're also the best incendiary 
devices ever seen. Immediately af- 


ter the flash, a fireball is formed 
and it glows from seconds to min- 
utes, depending upon the size of the 
device. This fireball gives off in- 
tense heat, which can ignite paper 
miles away. Miles! If the device is 
exploded high enough in the air, the 
fire effect is maximized, and that 
may be wide enough to start a 
“firestorm.” You don’t want to see 
a firestorm, believe me! If the de- 
vice is detonated at or near ground 
level, however, there will be build- 
ings, trees, etc., to block much of 
the heat. Which is good. Sort of. 
You're still lying on the ground, 
aren’t you? 

BLAST - A few seconds after the 
flash, roaring toward you at the 
speed of sound, there will be a 
shock wave of epic proportions. If 
you're less than two miles from 
ground Zero (the spot immediately 
under the detonation), you can just 
about put your head between your 
knees and you know the rest. Again, 
the size of the device makes a big 
difference. Three miles and your 
house might survive, but with mas- 
sive damage. Five miles, better. 
Ten miles, better still. But if a bomb 
goes off in Boston, you may or may 
not have your widows blown out in 


Wilmington. Anyone looking out 
their window, wondering what that 
big flash was off to the south, is 
about to die a hideous death from 
flying glass. I repeat, LIE DOWN, 
NOW!! And wait for the blast to 
pass. You'll soon find out how much 
damage your house sustains, ifany 
But witisin a very few seconds after 
that awful wind androar has passed, 
it’s time to get up and start moving 
and, quickly! 

RADIATION - There is an initial 
pulse of radiation from the blast 
itself, but you needn’t give it much 
thought if you’re more than a mile 
or two from GZ. You won't know if 
you've absorbed a harmful does of 
radiation, because there isnosmell, 
nosensation, no color or taste. You'll 
just die in a day or two. But the 
more problematic aspect of radia- 
tion is what happens to the material 
(buildings, cars, people, etc.) that 
gets vaporized by the fireball, then

sucked up into the mushroom cloud 
now rising overhead. As it cools, 
that material will sprinkle baek 
down out of the sky, starting jn 
about a half hour or and this 
dust - or “fallout” gives off intense 
levels of radiation. Bad news jn- 
deed! And fallout will cover enor- 
mous areas. You would need a fully 
stocked underground bunker to re- 
main in the contaminated area and 
even then you'd need to wait days, 
or weeks, until the fallout radiation 
fades away to safe levels. Evacua- 
tion will be ordered, and quickly, 
but try to picture the nightmare 
THAT would cause! Just get out of 
the area and wait for the radiation 
to fade away. Luckily, it fades out 
rather quickly ‘i 
Anything else? Well, there is the 


Electromagnetic Pulse (EMP), 
which can destroy electronic equip 
ment. EMP from a ground burst 
would be partially shielded and thus 
not as bad as from a high-altitude 
detonation, but how much do we 
really know about IP effects? 
Not as much as we'd like to know 
But your computer and phone may 
go down, for keeps. 


So, torecap. If there is a blinding 
flash of light, day or night, RAT 
THE DECK! Dive to the grourid, 
preferably along a shaded concréte 
walk or in a ditch. (A coal f° 


would be nice!) Perhaps you can 
dash down to the cellar before the 
blast arrives, but I'd say don’t risk 
it. Just pray you're far enough awey 
so that the frame of your house isf’t 
blasted into toothpicks. Then wait 
The blast is coming, just as th r 
follows the lightning (at about file 
same speed, too).

Coming off their sluggish 5-1 
opening win against North Andover,

“He explained that as in 
other communities the town’s 
computers are fragmented and 
purchased from several differ- 
ent vendors. This is also true for 
the software that is used in 
them. 

“There is no town-wide net- 
work in place; Killoran said.

Items intended for long-term 
storage should be unopened. 
Generally, delicate foods like ice 
cream and meat should be kept

“The academic calendar seg- 
ment of the survey provided par- 
ticipants with 5 specific options 
and then allowed for combina- 
tions of those options. The five 
specific options were: 


“1, Traditional calendar - 14% 
of the parents and 16% of the 
staff voted for this option. 

“2. March vacation only - 16% 
of parents while only 7% of the 
staff surveyed, selected this 
option. 

“3. Late August start - The 
staff outweighed the parents on 
this option. 21% of the staff 
voted for this option while only 
7% of the parents made this 
selection. 

“4. Eliminate Feb. or April 
vacation - This was the most ill 
received option. 5% of parents 
and faculty surveyed voted for 
this option. 

“5, Eliminate religious holi 
days - This option was the most 
well-received idea on the survey 
sheets. 31% of the parents and 
28% of the faculty voted for this 
final option. 


“Parents and faculty were 
encouraged to make comments 
regarding the calendar. 


Dominant ideas coming from 
parents were: a return to the 180 
day school year minimum; elim- 
ination of half-days for confer- 
ences, rather hold them at 
night; have professional develop- 


ment days before-after the 
school year. 

“Parents would also like to 
see time added to the school day 
to allow for an earlier ciosing 
date. Yet many wanted to hold 
school year round with frequent 
breaks. Parents thought that 
school vacations should be stan- 
dardized throughout the state. 
Students should be allowed an 
‘excused absence’ when observ- 
ing a religious holiday. 

“Faculty and parents share 
many of the same ideas, such as 
returning to the 180 day school 
year. But the staff had a few 
ideas of their own. They feel 
that there should be no school 
the Friday before Labor Day. In 
direct contradiction to parents’ 
feelings, the staff felt that there 
should be a return to the half- 
day release program to allow 
them to attend professional 
development classes-seminars. 
Mirroring parents’ idea that stu- 
dents should receive an ‘excused 
absence’ for the observance of 
religious holidays, the faculty 
feels that staff members observ- 
ing religious holidays should be 
allowed a personal day. 

“Many ideas were put forth in 
the survey but there was no loud 
cry for change in the academic 
year and there was even less 
suggestion for change in regards 
to school start-end times...”
